DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 6/12/2008 has been entered. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 24-37 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While the prior art 
does teach a method and system for performing the Data Encryption Standard in such a way that 
the permutations in each round of the method is performed by utilization of a random mask as 
claimed, there is no teaching or suggestion in the prior art to divide the DES algorithm into 
stages including a plurality of successive rounds and to perform this masked permutation on 
some, but not all, of said stages, in the combination of particular limitations as claimed.
